Two Upland banks were de- 
frauded out of approximately 
$18.40 each last week. 

A woman entered the First 
National Bank of Upland 
Thursday and presented two 
rolls of coins in quarter wrap- 
pers and asked for two ten 
dollar © bills. 

A short time later, the 
same incident occurred at 
Bank of America. 

When the tellers checked, 
the rolls appeared lighter 
than regular quarter rolls 
and were found to contain 
Mexican 10 centavos coins.

An inspection of Valley Ba- 
kery, 1171 E. Foothill Blvd., 
was made Sept. 7 by Wilford 
Clark of the County Health 
Department and the license 
was temporarily pevoked pen- 
ding cleaning of the facil- 
ties 

On Sept. 12 a second inspec- 
tion was made when Clark 
was accompanied by an Up- 
land police officer. This in- 
spection according to the 
police report, revealed cigar- 
ette butts on the floor of the 
baking area, clothing on a ta- 
ble and an automobile wheel 
ind tire leaning against a 
bread tray. 

Additional offenses noted 
by the officers were trash 
and waste piled in a comer, 
doors standing open, a mix- 
ture of water and flour on 
the floorf from an overflowed 
sink and weevils im the flour 
box 

The bakery owner. Hubert 
Stamps, explained that his 
cleanup Man had been ill. but 
he would personally clean up 
the heking room. 

A subsequent inspection 
two daYs later. revealed 
some improvement, the re- 
port stated. but the weevils 
were still present in the flour 





boxes. A fourth inspection on | 


Sept 18 revealed that 
Stamps was still using the 
wooden chests which had con- 
tained the weevils.
